EVEN YOUNG PEOPLE ASK “WHY”

The following incident, reported in the Perth Am- 
boy papers, took place in nearby Fords during the time 
I was lecturing in the Perth Amboy High School. 


POLICE FIND TEEN-AGER DEAD DRUNK 
The Perth Amboy Juve- 
nile Aid Bureau is investi- 
gating the case of a 15-year- 
old Fords boy, who, police 
said, was found ‘dead drunk’ 
in a box car at the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad freight yard 
off Fayette Street yerterday 
morning. 

Mr. Smith The 15-year-old Fords boy 
had been lying unconscious for three hours 
before three other boys removed him from a 
box car in the Pennsylvania Railroad freight 
yard at midnight. He was reported in fair con- 
dition today at Perth Amboy General Hospital. 

Detective Lt. Joseph Belko, head of the 
Juvenile Aid Bureau, said the youth had en- 
tered the box car for a drinking bout with three 
13-year-old girls and two other boys, 14 and 

15. Within an hour, Belko said, they had con- 
sumed a pint of vodka, four cans of beer and 
part of another pint of liquor. 

All of the children involved, Detective 
Belko said, are from respectable families. 


Incidents similar to this along with well documented 
facts of the effects of alcohol on the body, statistics of 
highway fatalities and other social implications cause 
even teen-agers to ask questions. They inquire: Why 
then do they sell alcoholic beverages? Why do they ad- 
vertise it so? Why is it legalized? Why does the Govern- 
ment allow it?, etc. 

What other answer can one give to such searching 
questions than to say that the Liquor Industry is an 
11-12 billion dollar a year business and where there is 
much profit to be made there are always those who 
grasp for it no matter what is may cost others. It is my 
conviction that we arc responsible in having the people 
of our nation, yes, even our youth, face up to the facts.

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FRANCE FACES FACTS 


According to an AP report date lined Paris several 
new measures to fight alcoholism in France are under 
consideration by President DeGaulle’s cabinet. Among 
recommendations reported contemplated we find: 





Advertising of alcoholic drinks will be banned in 
sports stadiums and at swir.ming pools. 

Sporting associations and yvuth groups may not 
have headquarters in cafes selling alcoholic drink. 

No advertising matter concerning alcohol may be 
given to persons under 20. 

Local governors may ban new cafes near churches, 
cemeteries and hospitals. Those already existing may 
have their licenses lifted upon death of the present 
owner. 


Zones of protection may be established around cer- 
tain big factories. 

The sale or gift of alcoholic drinks to children 
under 14 will be forbidden. 
Editors Note: The above may surprise some folk who 
insist America would have no alcohol problem if we 
would teach our children how to drink as they do in 
France.

EDITORIAL 
AN EXCESS OF TAVERNS 


The State Law limiting the number of plenary re- 
tail consumption licenses issued for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages was amended by the 1960 Legislature. 

Previously it was required that no new license 
could be issued in any municipality where the existing 
number exceeded one license for each 1,000 population. 

Senators Dumont (R. Wayne Co.) and Cowgill 
(D. Camden Co.) do not agree on many issues but when 
it came to changing the “quota”, with perhaps just a 
little encouragement from the tavern owners, they were 
surprisingly of like mind. In 1960 these two gentlemen 
co-sponsored Senate bill 107 which subsequently passed 
and as a result changed the proportion of such liquor 
licenses from 1 per 1,000 to 1 per 2,000 population. 

Unfortunately the good Senators did not include 
in their bill any method by which the number of licenses 
being renewed each year could be gradually reduced 
to conform with the quota. As a result, in numerous 
areas the “value” of the license was greatly inflated 
providing a paper profit of thousands of dollars for some 
lucky saloon keepers. 

If the legislature was serious about wanting to 
limit the number of licenses they should have banned 
all transfers of existing licenses until the number in 
effect was reduced in keeping with the quota. 

After all a physician cannot sell his license to prac- 
tice medicine if he wants to retire — why should the 
tavern owner be shown partiality? Neither can the wid- 
ow of a barber or any other licensed professional sell 
her deceased spouse’s license to the highest bidder. So 
why allow the executors of the licensee’s estate to cash 
in on a privilege granted the decedent? Remember, the 
individual may not demand a license as his right, he 
must apply and comply for that privilege. 

Newark has 939 bars — not counting package stores 
and clubs. That equals one license for every 495 resi- 
dents. Some other communities have even a larger pro- 
portion. Unless something is done to gradually cut down 
on the excess the present cut-throat competition will 
continue with persistent violation of regulations. 

Several legislators have indicated a willingness to 
do something about the matter. It would appear that 
residents of municipalities suffering from an excess of 
saloons might do well to ask their Senator and Assembly- 
man to give the situation serious consideration. 





PUSHOVER FOR “PERSUADERS” 


Typical American teen-agers are described as “fear- 
ridden” youngsters whose intense demand for popularit; 
through conformity make them “pushovers” for “hidden 
persuaders, shoddy merchandise, shoddy morals, or a 
patched-up police-state philosophy.” 

“America started out as the great experiment. Now 
America’s children are afraid to experiment.” says Dr. 
H. Radler, of the Purdue Research Foundation.—

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MUNICIPAL LOCAL OPTION REFERENDA 
IN NEW JERSEY 


(General Election held November 8, 1960) 


Referendum under Revised Statutes, 33:1-46 
(Question: Shall any retail alcoholic beverage licenses 
be issued?) 

Township of Delanco (Burlington County) 

Votes: Yes-580; No-1,307 

Result: “Dry” win. Still completely “dry” as under 

a referendum held pursuant to Revised Statutes, 

33:1-46 in 1951. 


Referenda under Revised Statutes, 33:1-47.1 (Ques- 
tion whether sales of alcoholic beverages shall be per- 
mitted during specified hours). 

City of Camden (Camden County) 
Question: “Shall the sale of alcoholic beverages at 
retail be permitted in the City of Camden on Sun- 
days, in addition to the weekday hours of sale now 
permitted under the present ordinance, between the 
hours of midnight Saturday and 2:00 A. M. Sun- 
day and between the hours of 1:00 P. M. Sunday 
and 2:00 A. M. on the following Monday?” 

Votes: Yes-18,827; No-23,163 

Result: “Dry” win. Sales still prohibited by ordi- 

nance from 2:00 A. M. Sunday to 7:00 A. M. 

Monday. 

City of East Orange (Essex County) 
Question: “Shall the sale of alcoholic beverages be 
permitted beyond 12 o'clock midnight Saturday and 
up until 2 o'clock Sunday morning, in addition to 
the present hours of sale?” 

Votes: Yes-11,867; No-10,595 

Result: “Wet” win. Prior to the 1960 referendum 

sales at any time on a Sunday were prohibited by 

a referendum held in 1938 pursuant to Revised 

Statutes, 33:1147. 

Borough of Keansburg 

(Monmouth County) 

Three Questions: 

(1) “Shall sales of alcoholic beverages at retail be 

permitted in this Borough on Fridays from 6:00 

A. M. to 3:00 A. M. the next morning, from May 

29th to September 15th during the summer 

months?” 

Votes: Yes-975; No-1,434. 

(2) “Shall sales of alcoholic beverages at retail be 

permitted in this Borough on Sundays from Satur- 

day midnight to 3:30 A. M. and from noon to 2:00 

A. M. the next morning, from May 29th to Sep- 

tember 15th, during the summer months?” 

Votes: Yes-893; No-1,387 

(3) “Shall sales of alcoholic beverages at retail be 

permitted in this Borough on legal holidays from 

midnight preceding the holiday to 3:30 A. M. the 
next morning?” 

Votes: Yes-939; No-1,415. 





Result: “Dry win. Sales still prohibited pursuant 
to 1950 referendum held under Revised Statutes, 
33:1-47.1 on weekdays from 2:00 A. M. to 6:00 
A. M., and on Sunday from 2:00 A. M. to noon. 


Bass River Township (Burlington County) 
Question: “Shall the sale of alcoholic beverages in 
this municipality be permitted both on weekdays 
and Sundays from 6.00 A. M. until 2:00 A. M. 
the following morning?” 

Votes: Yes-124; No-129. 

Result: “Dry” win. The existing ordinance (still 
in effect in the Township) permits sales during the 
deer season (gunning only and not during bow and 
arrow season) until 2:00 A. M.; but the ordinance 
prohibits sales during the rest of the year from mid- 
night to 6:00 A. M. of the following morning. 

Township of Lumberton 

(Burlington County) 
Question: “Shall the sale of alcoholic beverages be 
permitted in the Township of Lumberton on Sun- 
day between the hours of 1:00 A. M. and 12:00 
midnight, in addition to the hours of the week pres: 
ently permitted?” 
Votes: Yes-394; No-495. 
Result: “Dry” win. Sale of alcoholic beverages at 
any time on a Sunday still prohibited by 1945 ret- 
erendum held under Revised Statutes, 33: 1-47. 

Township of Southampton 

(Burlington County) 
Question: “Shall the sale of alcoholic beverages be 
permitted on Sunday in this municipality between 
the hours of 12:00 A. M. and 2:00 A. M. and be- 
tween the hours of 1:00 P. M. and 12 P. M. Mid- 
night?” 
Votes: Yes-547; No-631. 
Result: “Dry” win. Sale of alcoholic beverages at 
any time on a Sunday still prohibited by 1946 ref- 
erendum held under Revised Statutes, 33:7-47. 


Borough of South Bound Brock 


(Somerset County) 
Question: “Shall the Licensed Premises of Plenary 
Retail Consumption Licenses remain open for busi- 
ness on Sundays from 12 o'clock Noon on Sunday 
until 2:00 A. M. Monday, local time, in addition 
to the present business hours?” 
Votes: Yes-519; No-536. 
Result: “Dry” win. Sale of alcoholic beverages be- 
tween 2:00 A. M. and midnight on a Sunday still 
prohibited by 1950 referendum held under Revised 
Statutes, 33:1-47.1. Sale prohibited from 2:00 
A. M. Sunday to 7:00 A. M. Monday by ordinance 
adopted December 30, 1939. 


Referendum under Walsh Act (among binding ref- 
erenda authorized by law only in municipalities having 
Commission Form of Government.

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City of Bayonne (Hudson County) 
Question: “Shall the City ordinance prohibiting 
females at a public bar be repealed?” 

Votes: Yes-10,125; No-15,880. 
Result: “Dry” win. The ordinance prohibition 
stands. 


Referenda under Revised Statutes, 19;:37-1 et seq. 
(Purely advisory, non-binding referenda authorized by 
our Election Law.) 

Borough of Hopewell (Mercer County) 
Question: “Shall a club license be issued to the 
local American Legion Post? 

Votes: Yes-366; No-518. 

Result: Potential “Dry” win. The Borough’s ordi- 

nanse prohibits issuance of a club license. In view 

of the votes at the 1960 referendum it is extremely 
unlikely that the Mayor and Council will change 
the ordinance. 

Township of Pennsauken 

(Camden County) 

Question: “Shall females be permitted at a public 
bar on premises licensed for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in the Township of Pennsauken?” 
Votes: Yes-7,168; No-7,397. 
Result: Potential “Dry” win. The Township's ordi- 
nance prohibits females at a public bar. At the 1951 
general election a referendum (under Revised Sta- 
tutes, 19:37-1 et seq.) asking whether the ordinance 
prohibition should be repealed was defeated by votes 
of Yes-2,471; No-3,005. The proponent licensees 
gained a bit of ground at the 1960 referendum but 
it would appear unlikely that the Township Com- 
mittee will change the ordinance prohibition. 


Note: The Temperance League will be glad to advise 
regarding the wisdom of holding an election. the method 
by which to proceed, and a plan for organizing the cam- 
paign. Such counsel should be sought at least three 
months prior to any election. Write attention of the Ex- 
ecutive Director at the Newark office.

Since alcohol is an 
anesthetic it will provide temporary relief for those suf- 
fering from minor aches and pains. So will ether and 
chloroform. 

Impressionable folk, who do not stop to question 
why alcohol seems to be a cure-all, assume it is a handy 
home remedy that will serve to prevent as well as cure 
minor illnesses. 

The Yale Quarterly Journal for December 1960, 
in quoting from the writings of Dr. E. M. Jellinek, cites 
French opinion on the usefulness of wine. It is revealed 
that 90% of the men and 85% of the women interviewed 
consider wine as either useful or indispensable. The 
following Table reflects the various points of view:

The United States Brewers Foundation was recently 
cited and ordered to discontinue the “Beer — good for 
you” series of advertisements. Hennessey Brandy con- 
tinues to admonish the public “Have a little brandy 
handy” implying it is useful in an emergency. Without 
Federal safeguards you may be sure other producers 
would be tempted to urge the use of their products for 
“healthful” purposes. If such were the case, knowing the 
average American’s susceptibility to the power of sugges- 
tion, we would soon equal or exceed France, our only 
rival, in the proportionate number of alcoholics.
